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harrison hubpoena 
Issued for Dudes

NEW ORLEANS; Feb, 16 
—District Attorney Jim Garri- 
son subpoenaed former CIA 
director Alien W, Dulles yes- 
terday to testify before an Or- 
leans Parish grand jury. 
Garrison charged, as he bad 
on the Johnny Carson show on 
NBC-TY last month, that Pres- 
ident Kennedy was assassi- 
nated “by elements of , the 
CIA." He said J Dulles, who also 
served on the Warren Com- 
mission, was needed to testify 
about CIA activities* 

The former CIA director, 
who lives In Washington, said 
he “would consult counsel" if 
he received the subpoena. Gar- 
rison’s office said Dulles was 
living in New York and that 
the subpoena would be sent 
there, * 

Garrison charged that while 
Dulles was director, CIA 
agents used the name of Lee 
Harvey Oswald t o . ■ ■Hegotlafc g- 
with a New Orleans firm to 
buy vehicles for the Bay of 
Pigs invasion of Cuba. Garri- 


son, who contends that Oswald 
“never fired a shot" at Presi- 
dent Kennedy, said that Os- 
wald was living In Russia at 
the time. 

The District Attorney also 
charged that the late David 
Ferrie, a freelance airline 
pilot whom Garrison has ac 
cused of plotting the PresI 
dent's death, was a CIA em- 
ploye when Dulles was its di- 
rector. 

The subpoena directs Dulles 
to appear in New Orleans 
March 7-3. With it, Garrison is- 
sued a new subpoena for for- 
mer nightclub operator Gor- 
don Novel, who has acknowl- 
edged working for the CIA. 
Novel has been living in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. 

Both subpoenas were issued 
under an interstate witness 
compact guaranteeing immu- 
nity to those who travel here 
to testify. In the past, Garri- 
son has refused to grant -Novel 
immunity.
